Through the kindness of Dr. E.-L Bouvier, Professor of Entomology, 
and Mons. Eugene Segny, Custodian of the Diplera, the writer lias been 
enabled to study the African Tipulidee contained in the collection of the Na¬ 
tional Museum of Natural History. These extensive collections are of the 
very greatest importance in determining the range of many species of 
Ethiopian crane-lilies. Several species proved to be new to science and are 
described herewith, the types being deposited in (he Paris Museum.

Rostrum and palpi dark brown. Antenna* dark brown throughout, the 
scapal segments somewhat darker, flagellar segments oval, becoming more 
elongate toward the end of the organ.

Prothorax and mesothorax deep, intense orange without distinct mark¬ 
ings of any sort. Pleura yellowish orange. 11 nlteres rather long, the stem 
brown, the knobs darker.

Abdomen dark brown, the last sternite yellow; tergal valves of the ovi¬ 
positor very slender and strongly upciirved; sternal valves yellow, the 
bases black, the apices brown, flattened, tapering gradually to the acute 
tip: these latter, on the ventral outer face, have a prominent lateral tooth , 
the outer margin beyond it being minutely serrulate.

The reference of this curious little fly to the genus Dicntuomyia is pro¬ 
visional only; the recession of r from the tip of R\ and the simple claws 
deviate strongly from the normal characters of the genus.

Rostrum moderately elongated, exceeding half the length of the rather 
long head, dark brown: palpi dark brown. An ten me dark brown through¬ 
out.

Mesonotal prioscutum light bull with three dark brown stripes, the me¬ 
dian stripe ending before the suture: scutum and scntellum grayish testa- 
ceus,prninosemedially; postnotum dark, gray pruinose. Pleura dark.spar¬ 
sely gray pruinose. llalleres yellowish, the knobs large, dark brown. Legs 
with the fore coxa* dark, the hind coxa* paler brown; trochanters dull 
yellow: fore femora dark brown, with only the base pale; hind femora 
pale brownish yellow with only the tips darkened; tibia 3 and tarsi dark 
brown; claws with a long basal tooth. Wings grayish subhyaline; stigma 
lacking: cell Sc more yellowish; veins dark brown: a dark spot formed 
by the brown Sc 2. Venation : Sc ending just beyond the origin of Rs , Sc2 
far removed from the lip of Sri, the latter alone being longer than the 
sector; Rs almost straight; r at the tip of R\: basal deflection of //.*+5 
long, about three-fourths the length of tbe sector: r-m correspondingly 
shortened: cell 1st M2 narrow but shorter than the veins issuing from it; 
basal deflection of Cu\ at about one-third the length ol cell 1st M2 . 


Abdomen dark brown, grayish pruinose; genital segment and ovi¬ 
positor yellowish, the tergal valves of (lie latter slender, rather strongly 
upcurvcd.

Dicranointjia nairohii is very closely related to I). Upulfpcs Karscli Iroiu 
which it may most readily he distinguished hy the unmarked wings.
